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The  total  production  of  titanium  ingot  for  December  was  3.0 
million  pounds.  This  represented  an  11-percent  decrease  from  the 
November  total  of  3.4  million  pounds.  Consumption  of  titanium 
ingot  decreased  by  26  percent  in  December  to  3.0  million 
pounds  from  4.1  million  pounds  in  November.  Net  shipments  of 
titanium  mill  products  increased  by  15  percent  to  2.9  million 


pounds  in  December  from  2.5  million  pounds  in  November. 
Total  shipments  of  titanium  castings  for  December  amounted 
to  37  thousand  pounds.
